Trustees Overturn Shovels; 
Science Building Is Underway 


Amid the roar of bulldozers al 
ready clearing way for the new 
$4.7 million Science Building, the 
ground breaking ceremonies yes- 
terday morning officially launched 
construction in the quad northeast 
of the Life Science Building. 

Paul Spencer, a California State 
College trustee, turned the first 
spade of dirt after commending 
the Campus Planning Committee 
for its role in initiating construc- 
tion of the facility. 


State College Chancellor Glenn 
S. Dumke overturned the second 
spade. He hailed the new facility 
as a further instance of progress 
in providing greater educational 
opportunities for the growing num 
ber of students attending the state 
colleges while maintaining excel 
lence and diversity in a wide range 
of programs 

Dept. Heads 

President Guy A. West also in- 
vited each science department head 
to participate in the ceremony 

State College trustees attending 
he ceremony are engaged in a two- 
day series of meetings that will 
culminate at 2:30 p.m. today in 
a meeting in the Library Reserve 
Bock Room 

The new five-story structure, 
which will provide almost 200,000 
additional square feet of instruc- 
tional scheduled to be

completed by the beginning of the 
fall semester, 1966. 
Sound Chamber 

One unique feature will be a

Student dissent abruptly broke 
into action on campus yesterday 
over the issue of an assessment 
for Student Health services. 

Paul Sax, student body presi 
dent, mounted a table in front of 
the library, while the State College 
Board of Trustees were in session. 
He spoke to a crowd of about 200 
students, including several placard 
carrying demonstrators. A_ pro- 
posal to be presented to the board 
today would “abolish health serv- 
ices as we know it.” Sax said 

Sax and the student-body presi 
dents from Long Beach and San 
Diego State Colleges presented a 
resolution in opposition to the 
change 

According to the 28 page report 
presented the trustees, the change 
would provide for: A uniform 
basic assessment of $25 per year 
of all state college students, as 
opposed to $21 from activity fees

Additional assessments for 
any extra services, such as com- 
pulsory health insurance for stu- 
dents living in dorms or college 
approved housing. Any funds for 
capital outlay would be again ob- 
tained by the student, at the dis- 
cretion of the trustees. 

Among the demonstrating stu 
dents, similar comments were 
heard. “If we're going to have free 
education, let's keep it free.” Es- 
sentially, the point of the dissent, 
which included Sax, is that no 
longer will the state of California 
comribute money to capital outlay 
of Student Health and Services, 
puting the burden of any further 
Student Health Buildings, badly 
needed at SSC, right on the stu 
dent 

As the health resolution came 
before the board, Bob Tisano, stu- 
dent body president of San Jose 
State College and president of the

I had hoped, in reply to my Podium, that someone would undertake 
a justification. of the budget; instead I was personally attacked. Mr. 
Poswall calls into question my motives, dedication, responsibility and 
intellectual integrity; I am not “really interested” (in cultural programs); 
I “sit back and make a Jot of noise”; I lack “restraint,” “caution,” and 
do not check “the facts”; I am accused of emotionally splitting the 
campus, when it is Mr. Poswall’s unrestrained emotional attack on me 
that threatens to create emotional heat. I merely asked for intellectual 
light, but instead of clarifying the issues, Mr. Poswall’s letter has merely 
blurred them. {Notice I do not question your motives, Mr. Poswail. 
Simple courtesy, Mr. Poswall, simple courtesy.) May I ask Mr. Poswall 
a question? Couldn't you have thrown the gauntlet at my feet? Did 
you have to slap my face with it? 

It is bad form to engage in controversy with a student; but I must 
reply to Mr. Poswall, if only to keep the issues clearly defined. | 
welcome your challenge to check the facts, Mr. Poswall. Please send me 
detailed ASSSC budgets and attendance figures. Contrary to your 
innuendoes, Mr. Poswali, I am interested in “devising . . . a better 
program for the students.” (You see, Mr. Poswall, { was right when I 
suggested that anyone criticizing athletic overemphasis runs the risk of 
being considered suspect. You suspect me. You also know I insinuated 
nothing about athletic fans; | am a fan. I was talking about financial 
overemphasis. But you are too emotional to see that you are doing just 
what I said some would do -— attack me instead of my intellectual 
position. ) 

Mr. Poswall’s reply is one of those rare and marvelous pieces of 
triviality. You are a game maker are you not, Mr. Poswall? First you 
play, “Insult the enemy”; then breathlessly you switch to “Perspicacious 
Nit-Picking.” 

Mr. Poswall implies, by chastizing Miss DeLucia, that I used com- 
bined allocations and revenue figures for athletics and only allocations 
for culture. I did not; and he knows it. He “fails to see the logic” behind 
my subtracting $825 for the Model UN from culture; perhaps because 
I did not subtract it. In one of those masterful nit-picking blows, Mr. 
Poswall notes I fail to add the one social activities concert, the cost of 
which I could not know; it was an oversight. I realize now what a fatal 
error it was. By his perspicacity, Mr. Poswall has perceived the flaw 
that would crumble the whole edifice. 

I will not permit you to blur the issues, Mr. Poswall. Even your most 
damaging insinuations do not change the fact that by ANY figures, 
even yours, athletics spends nearly twice as much as all other cultural 
programs, and more than cultural programs and The Hornet and all 
other activities combined. Blur that, Mr. Poswall. 

And please, Mr. Poswall, do not bring up that tired excuse about 
seating capacity in 1962-1963. An average of 4131 saw each home 
football game in 1962-63; this year with a winning team, in a decisive 
title game against Humboldt State, the game drew a truly impressive 
additional 369 people (as reported in the Bee). So please, Mr. Poswall, 
no more checknuts. 

I implied nothing about lies Mr. Poswall. I repeat, including the 
Marching Band under culture is “less than honest.” Perhaps a few 
questions will settle the matter: Is it true sizeable funds were withdrawn 
from the Band when it refused to march at games? If a bona fide cultural 
activity, shouldn't that money have been left to its discretion? Specifically, 
what “other things” does the Band do to warrant such large cutlays? 

I am not for cutting back anything; | am asking that a few things — 
the Hornet especially — be allowed to catch up. I am asking that 
athletics hold the line until they do. In 1963 the Cultural Programs 
Committee was given $1800; and you have the gall to talk of “noise.” 
Frankly, Mr. Poswall, for one so young you sound suspiciously like 
one of the high fatcats who label any sign of protest by the starved 
and downtrodden as ingratitude. It is not for you to tell those picking 
bones that they should be content with their feast. 

I would therefore appreciate it if you would refrain from commenting 
on the costs of a well-rounded cultural program. You say they need not 
be equal “on a dollar-for-dollar basis for them to be equally complete.” 
Why not? Are we to consider that simplistic assertion a rationale? You 
say that “a well rounded cultural program” requires less money than 
an athletic one. WHY? Simply because you say it. 

And no more lamentations about The Hornet. The staff is overworked; 
the paper is in debt. As Treasurer you are in a position to help. We are 
all being victimized by the niggardly BOD allocation. Give them the 
“tools” —~ the money — to do the job. 

Isn't it possible to hear a reasoned defense of the budget with detailed 
facts and figures? Your Podium, Mr. Poswall, hardly filled the bill. 
Could we hear from someone else now?

Under the direction of Louis A. 
Payen, graduate student in an- 
thropology, archeology students re- 
cently finished excavating one of 
the most productive burial caves 
yet discovered in California. 

Pinnacle Point Cav, a limestone 
cavern located in Tuolumne 
County, was known as early as 
the 1880's when gold prospectors 
explored its depths and left names 
and dates inscribed in its walls. 
The archeological value of the 
cave deposit was not known until 
1963 when members of the Mother 
Lode Grotto of the National Spele- 
ological Society reported finding 
artifacts deep inside the cave. 

Rich Deposit 

The anthropology department 
began excavating during the spring 
semester last year. After a pre- 
liminary survey showed a rich 
cultural deposit, plans were made 
for a full-scale excavation, finan- 
cially aided through the generosity 
of C. M. Goethe. 

Because the cave is primarily 
vertical shafts descending to a 
depth of 80 feet below the en-

trance, it was first necessary to 
install a network of wooden lad- 
ders. Electrical lighting was pro- 
vided by a generator furnished by 
the Central California Archeolo- 
gical Foundation. 

Although the cave is a complex 
of passages and larger chambers, 
the artifact-bearing fill is confined 
to two vertical shafts just inside 
the entrance. 

Burial Site 

A large number of burials and 
cremations ranging from adults to 
infants indicate that the cave was 
a burial site where bodies and 
burial offerings were brought. The 
burials were probably thrown into 
the first shaft from the cave en- 
trance and covered with rock and 
dirt, until after a time the 30 foot 
deep shaft was filled. Then the In- 
dians evidently entered the cave 
to fill the next shaft in the same 
way. 

A preliminary evaluation of the 
material indicates the shell beads, 
abalone shell ornaments, and bone 
and stone artifacts are of types 
that correspond to artifacts at- 
tributed to cultures dating from 
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1500 B.C. to 300 A.D. A thorough 
analysis is now being made of the 
more than 10,000 artifacts recover- 
ed and catalogued. 

Gold Seekers 

Quite a few burial caves were 
discovered during the 1850's by 
gold seekers, but these caves have 
had relatively little attention. Two 
other burial caves excavated in 
Central California yielded little of 
value. 

Quite a few hypotheses have 
been made about these caves. 
These range from claims that the 
caves were used as prisons by the 
Indians, or were merely death 
traps, to suppositions that they 
were used to dispose of bodies from 
epidemic diseases. Burials from 
other caves have been claimed by 
some authorities to date from 
50,000 years ago. Other individuals 
claim that these remains can be 
attributed to recent times. 

There is no doubt that the work 
on Pinnacle Point Cove will shed 
“a far reaching fight on this period 
of California prehistory, especially 
on the controversial role of these 
caves.
